University Cancels 
$35,000 Purchase 



UK Officials' Control 
Of S C Is Too Great'

The purchase of a ISS/NM) alum- 
inum storage building has been 
cancelled since last Saturday's an- 
nouncement of the offer by the R. 
J. Reynoldf: Tobacco Co. to sell 
UK its redrying and processing 
plant property for $100,000. 

Dr. Prank Peterson, vlcef presi- 
dent for business administration, 
has requested State Pinance Com- 
missioner Orba P. Traylor to apply 
the $35,000 appropriated for the 
one-story metul storage building 
toward the purchase of the Rey- 
nolds propprfy on Scuth Broad '.vay. 

The I'niveriiity proposes to ad- 
vance the rcmaiBlng 108 frooi 
restrlctfd funds, $35,000 after July 
1 and $30,000 after July 1, 1%0. 

Two groups of lealtm have ap- 
liralaed the Reynolds property at 
$M74XN). The three buildings have 
a combined storage footage of 
185,000 sqtiare feet, as comprvred 
With the 40.000 square feet vihich 
tho metal storage building would 



have provided. 

The Reynolds lot fronts 2S0 feet 
on South Broadway and extends 
back to the site of the College of 
Education and University School 
Building. A railroad spur services 
the totwcco buildings. 

Pordunr of the property will 
make possible additional park- 
ing spaces when the temporary 
Little Commons Bnllding, now used 
for storage, Is rased. The space 
will be converted into a parking 
lot. 

Peterson said the newly acquired 
property would be u.sed for stor- 
ing library material, surplus de- 
partmental material, business of- 
fice records dating back more than 
five yean, old records of the Col- 
If'pp of Atjrirulture and Home Eco- 
nomics and operational and maui- 
tenance supplies. 

Four trucks usfd in student 
fieldwork by the Geology Depart- 
ment also will be stored there.

Tevis To Get $25,000 
For Filming Of Book

Walter Tevis, English instructor 
at the University's Covington 
center, has signed a $25,000 con- 
tract with a movie producer for 
the filming of hit lataet book. 

In a telephone conversation with 
the Kernel yesterday. Tevis an- 
nounced he had been contacted by 
his New York agent 10 days ago 
concerning ttie filming of "The 
Hustler." 

Tevis, who taught English here 
three years ago, said he was not 
told by his agent which movie 
corporation had banght righta ta 

film his book. 

He added that "there was no way 
of telling" when the filming of 
the book would begin. The pro- 
ducer who bought the rights was 
well-known, he said. 

His book, published by Harper's, 
is a story about a pool player. It 
has been reviewed by several na- 
tional magarines, including the 
January issue of Time. 



Tevis said his book was reviewed 
by the local papers but he teraod 
the review "pretty sloppy." 

Tevis has had numerous short 
stories published In national mag- 
azines. Saturday Evning Poat. Ea- 
quire and Redbook hava bcnifllk 
several of them. 

He said the current issue of Cos- 
mopolitan carries one of his short 
stories. Entitled "Alien Love," it 
concerns a school teacher. 

Tevis said that many of his 
earlier stories concerned pool 
players, but added: 'I stopped 
writing abonc them a eaqpla aC 
years ago." 

He said he currently is working 
on a new novel which also deala 
with a .school teacher. 

Tevis taught sopliomore English 
at Irvine High School from 195S 
to 1955 before coming to UK in 
1956. After teaching English for 
a year, he worked with the Statt 
Hi 'luvav Department.

Instruction On Law Code 
To Be Given Here In Jtme 



An Intensive three-day course of 

n-truction on the Uniform Com- 
mercial Code, enacted by the Ken- 
tucky Oenaral Aosemkly last year, 
will be held June 23-2,'5 at UK. 

Sponsored by the law schools at 
UK and the University of Louis- 
ville and by the Kentucky Bar As- 
sociation, the short course will deal 
with all major sections of the code 
and the changes in Krnt'.rky law 
as a result of it. The code will be- 
?ome effective July 1, 1980. 

Dean VV. L. Matthews of tlie 
UK Law School said the code will 
present a new bady of eoiniuci ulal 
law whieh will dirretly affect 
banking and financial institutions, 
commercial agencies and the busi- 
ness lommunity in Rener.il, as well 
as the attorneys who serve those 
fHents. 

Comniercial law experts experi- 
enced in all phases of the field 
will participate In the instruction 
program. Matthews .said several 
persons with experience in states 
Wliiob have previously adopted a 
commercial ooda will take part in 



the short course. 

Some 20 lectures nnd panel dis- 
cu-ssions dealing with every article 
of the code will be held durlnf 
the course. Matthews said since 
only a few states in the country 
have a uniform commercial code, 
Tn immediate need for instruc- 
tion on the new law and its im- 
plications Is essential to Kentucky 
banker.", lawyers and others affec- 
ted by it. 

Also partielpatinf in the pres- 
entation of the short course is the 
joint Committee on Continuing 
Legal Edneation off the Aaserlean 
Bar .Association and the 
Law Institute.

At the arts and sciences dhmer 
Tncfday night, Dm M. M. yfhUtB 
ttiwd eight primary questions which 
be said the college (and, by simple 

extension, the University as a whole) 
must consider in its attempt to pro- 
Vide the stat<> with the In^st possible 
education program. All of his sugges- 
tions showed a goo<l deal of depth 
and validity, and two of them struck 
tit particularly because they presented 
two possMe attitudes toward educa- 
tion that one might d^ect the pobUe 
lobold. 

One concerned die estabUshment of 

an honors degree program, whidi will 
enable students to take 24 hours of 
courses beyond those now required 
for their degrees. This program, we 
think, is one of the most ambitious 
and meritorious ventures on which 
tht University has ever embarked. It 
will provide the truly serious student 
with ample opport uni ty to utfltoe bit 
talents by undertaking work, on . a 
strictly voluntary basis, which he 
would ordinarily not be able to do as 
an undergraduate. The caliber of the 
honors degree instruction should be 
upheld by a simple requirement of 
it participants: that they be in the 
upper 20 percentile of their class. 

The second question we thought 
highly important was substantially 
this: Is the University to concen- 
trate on e(bicating tbe normal, C- 
average student? To this is added 
anodier question: Is the common 
nun, Ae average citizen— "not the A- 
man or the E-man but tibe C-man"— 
becoming our ideal? 

This interested us particularly be- 
cause of a statement last week by a 



Univenity of Wichita dean, who con- 
tended that the C student is being 
neglected, that not enough is being 
done to develop his full potential. 

The Kansan's theory is tliat siiu e 
there are more voters in the (,' cate- 
gory than in the ,\, th<*y w ill ]ic deter- 
mining national and international pol- 
icy far more, through their votes, than 
will the academically more capable 



This question ol the average per- 
son's needs, and the responsibilities 
of institutions to provide for and even 
cater to them, strikes at the very 
heart of American educational policy. 
We pride ourselves on the fact that 
a high proportion of our high school 
graduates go on to college, and that 
the proportion is increasing. 

Yet providing die mass of people 
with a ht education, admirable as 
it is, must not be allowed to become 
the aim of our universities. The "aver- 
age" man may be the largest voting 
class, but he is not the one who con- 
tributes to knowledge, to progress in 
any given endeavor. It is the extra- 
ordinary person, the one with the 
added bit of inteUigence, drive and 
ingenuity, who uHimately mahes the 
ngmiiGBm ooDmounoni to our lO" 
ciety. 

For this reason, the new honors 
program may prove one way to avoid 
some of the pressures brought upon 
the University to keep its curricula 
geared to the needs of the average 
student. It wiU jMrove, we hope, to be 
the extra wei^ needed to keep the 
pendulum s w inging toward superior- 
ity and away faoB the medkicrity tiiat 
must come when .learning ii only 
"average."

Treasures From A Past Age 



PRINCETON, N. J. (AP) - A 
wealth of Byzantine art treasures 14 
centuries old lies in an isolated mon* 
astery within the shadow of Mt. Sinai 
in Egypt, an international research 
team has said. 

The sixth century shrine at the 
monastery of St. Catherine, visited 
last summer, holds material the team 
calls **unsurpassed in quantity, quality 
nnd uniqueness" in Bysantlne art his- 
tory. 

Princeton University, the l/niver- 
•ity of Michigan, and the University 
of Alexandria, Egypt, jointly s|K)n* 
sored the expedition to the monastery 
150 miles southeast of Suez. 

The church was founded by the 
Byzantine Emperor Justinian on the 
reputed liit 9! Moses' burning bush, 
btweith the mount where . tradition 
•ays Moses rcecivtd the Ten Go» 
mandmmu. 

Among the treasures uncovered and 
photographed by the ex|>etlition are 
J, 200 or more icons— at t«n ding to 
Proi. k|iri Wciuman ui Fiiuccioas 



Art and Archaeology Department, the 
World's richest coll ec tion of them. 

The icon masterpieces include a 
representation of St Peter, depicted 
as young and strong with a closely 
cropped beard, holding the keys to 

heaven and a staff. 

I he team photographed thousands 
of manuscripts in Cireek, Syriac, 
Georgian, Arabic antl Slavonic— many 
of them illustrated by miniature 
paintings. 

It also made color photos and archi- 
tectural drawings of welhpreserved 
frescoes, mosaicst wet*plaster paint- 
ings, and crusader coats or arms dec- 
orating the dining htlL 

The research teim, first to make 
an extensive study of the monastery, 
brought along two Ions of equipment 
and a three-OMMMh supply of dehy- 
drated food.
